USING FILTERS TOGETHER: Striking dark-sky effects can 
be obtained by using yellow and polarizing or orange and 
polarizing filters stacked together. Clouds stand out sharply, and 
darkened sky makes pleasing back-drop for many kinds of pic- 
tures. Set shutter three numbers lower when using yellow and 
polarizing filters together and four numbers lower when using 
orange and polarizing filters together. 


Keep filters clean, free of fingerprints and dust. To clean, breathe 
on surface and wipe gently with lint-free cloth or lens tissue.

YELLOW FILTER: This filter makes blue subjects 
photograph darker, and thus it highlights white 


clouds against a blue sky, cuts through bluish 
ground haze in distant scenes and improves con- 
trast on hazy days. The bluer the subject, the 
more pronounced will be the effect. With Polar- 
oid Land Cameras, set shutter ove number lower 
than usual. The yellow filter is for use primarily 
with the orthochromatic Polaroid Land Films (Types 31 & 41). 


POLARIZING FILTER: This filter (the same expensive one used 

by the professionals) absorbs the polarized light found in natural 

or artificial lighting. Hold it in front of your eye and look through 

it as you slowly turn it. Notice how it removes reflections from 
—wiedows, roads, table tops, etc. It’s easy to duplicate thes-effects———_— 

in your pictures. 


WITHOUT WITH To remove reflections and glare: 
Stand a¢ an angle from the reflect- 
ing surface and rotate filter slowly 
until reflections are minimized. 
For maximum effect at close range, 
angle should be 33°. Excellent for 
water, glass, pavement, shiny 
foliage, or painted surfaces. Less effective for metal surfaces. 

To darken sky: Depending on the position of the sun, portions of 
the sky will be polarized and can be dramatically darkened with 
this filter. Stand with the sun to your right or your left and scan 
the sky, turning filter as you do so. As sky darkens, clouds will 
stand out sharply. 

Important: Be sure to maintain the rotation position of the filter 
when you place it over the camera lens. Note position that gives 
best effect (by referring to numbered tabs on mount) and place 
filter in the same position over camera lens. On the Model 80 
Camera, distance is set by rotating the camera lens; be sure this 
distance setting has been made before attaching the polarizing 
filter. Set shutter two numbers lower than usual, regardless of film 
type being used. 


ORANGE FILTER: This filter has been developed specifically 
for use with the new, panchromatic Polaroid Land Films (Types 
32,42, 43 & 44). It has a similar effect on these films as the yellow 
filter has on the orthochromatic films. It should not be used with 
either Type 31 or Type 41 Film. When using the orange filter, set 
shutter ¢wo numbers lower than usual.
